News from London, Eng.. is to the ef- 
fect that the Japanese government has 
made no response to the fresh suggestions 
from the British government that the 
terms upon which Japan is willing to treat 
for peace with China ought to ‘be com- 
municated to the powers. On the con- 
trary. the Japan ese have persisted in 
ma} ntaining & po he v of reticence. The 
British minister at Tokio has been unable 
to get the slightest scrap of official in- 
ion upon the subject of the con- 
ditions upon which Japan will contend 
and the Japanese embassy in London is 
equally secretive. The latter, it is true, 
has some knowledge of the situation, but 
it is partly of a negative and partly of a 
positive character. The embassy 1s free, 
however, in discrediting the ree ent cable- 
grams attri buting to Japan the design of 
fercing an alliance with China against the 
European powers. The leading principle 
of the peace negotiations between the tw 
e soteen as faras Japan 
cerned, will be a total abstention from any 
dem mon which would gitye China an ex- 
cuse to ask for European intervention. 
Japan, therefore, will not stipulate for any 
territorial or commercial acquisitions in 
which the other powers are directly in- 
terested. Formosa will be taken by Japan 
as part of a piedge for war indemnity and 
certain Chinese ports that are net treaty 
ports will be held asa pledge for the re- 
mainder of the indemnity, together with 
such a lie = on the Chinese customs as will 
not prejudice the customs revenues alrea: ly 
mo ria, ged. In regard to Korea, it is 
probable that a China- Japanese dual con- 
trol over that country will! be proposed.

People Who Killed Themselves Were Triee 
by Jury and Their Corpses Sentence? tc

The embalming of human _ bodies is 
at present done by the undertakers, ané 
there are few physicians, probably, 
who, if called upon to perform the 
operation, would be able to do so with- 
out consulting their books and reading 
ip on the subject. In olden times the 
case was different, and in France especi 
ally, before the revolution, says a writer 
in the Revue Scientifique, medical men 
were frequently called upon to embalm 
cadavers, although the operation was 

pplied almost wholly to one class of 
subjects, i. e., to suicides. But why 
were the cadavers of suicide embalmed, 
and what was the process used? 
says Boeccaria, “is an of

A FLASH OF LIGHTNING. 


The Method Adopted by Scientists For De- 
termining Its Duration. 

A heavy thunderstorm raises different 
emotions in the observer's breast. It may 
be of awe, wonder, terror or interest, ac- 
cording to the beholder’s temperament. 


Ninety-nine out of every hundred readers | 


doubtless imagine that the vivid flashes of 
lightning which on these occasions follow 
each other with such rapidity and brillian- 
cy are absolutely instantaneo&s in appear- 
ance and effect, and to the unaided eye 
they appear as such. 

Learned and deep thinking savants have, 
however, brought scientific accuracy to 


bear on the subject, and their investiga- | 


tions into the question of the duration and 
speed of the electric flash led up to some of 
the most ingenious and beautiful experi- 
ments in the history of electrical science. 

The method adopted by scientists of tim- 
inga flash of lightning is as follows: By 
means of multiplying machinery a mirror 
is made to revolve at an enormous speed, 
in some cases SOO times per second, or near- 
ly 50,000 times a minute. It is reasoned 
that if the electric flash se strictly instan- 
taneous it will appear reflected on the mir 
ror as dots or points of light; whereas, let 
its duration be ever so small, the mirror 
would move meanwhile and the electric 
flash appear reflected in the mirror as@ 
line of light more or less strong. 

In experiments that have taken place it 
is found that the mirror, traveling as above 
stated, does move while the flash lasts 
through 2 degrees, or the one-thirteenth of 
arevolution. Therefore the duration of & 
flash of lightning is one-thirteenth of one- 
eight bundre dth, or the ten thousandth 
part of asecond; thus one-thirteenth of one- 
eight hundredth equals one-ten thousand 
four hundredth. The writer has a lively 
remembrance of the vivid effects even this 
extremely brief duration will give rise to 
on a dark night. 

Should the reader care to do the timing 
of a flash of lightning for himself he may 
do so very easily by taking a cardboard 
disk and painting on it a number of alter- 

nate black and white sections. If the disk 
be then attached to the wheel of the fami- 
ly sewing machine and made to revolve 
rapidly, it appears to the unaided eye to be 
of auniformly gray tint. The eye fails te 
distinguish the respective black and white 
sections in consequence of an impression 
on the retina lasting the tenth of a second.

flash to be less than the period of revolu- 
tion through one section.
